•Conference Report on the Naval Ap- 


propriation Bill Disagreed 


to by the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, June 6V—The senate 


made aome progress today toward clear- 
ing away the great appropriation billo 
which atand in the way of adjourn 
ment. 


The final conference report on the 


Indian apnropriatiou bill .wu presented 
and agreed to. The item to contract 
Indian ecboola IB modified by limiting 
thia date of continuance until Julv 1, 
1897, instead of July 1,1898. The item 
of $833,000 for legal fees in the claims of 
the "old Bottlers or Cherokee Indiana" 
ia modified so that the secretary of the 
interior retaina the 35 per cent fund. 
Tbe bill was paoeed to expedite the de- 
livery of imported parcels and pack- 
ages not exceeding (500 in value. 


Air. Hale presented a report on the 


naval appropriation bill. It placed the 
•number of battleships at three, and $425 
per ton ae the maximum price of armor. 
Mr. Chandler criticised the agreement. 
He said the third battleahip would not 
be advanced a day by beinjs authorized 
now instead of next winter. TJie two 
battleahipe a year, he said, were enough 
and that there should be two each year 
for the next two years. Mr. Chandler 
declared that the price of $425 for armor 
waa excessive and extravagant. 


Mr. Hawley, Republican of Connecti- 


cut, deplored Mr. Chandler's remarks, 
Baying that too much importance would 
be attached: to the matter, owing to hlfl 
former service aa secretary of the navy.' 
He eaia $500 wae a fair price for armor. 


Mr. Fettigrew, Republican of South 


Dakota, attacked the report in vigorous 
faahion. He declared it waa an outrage- 
OUB concession to the commiaslon be- 
tween the Carnegie and Bethlehem

Mr. Bacon, Democrat of Georgia, said 


that while he had favored four battle 
ships, yet he would decline to support 
three if the armor wae to be paid for at 
the excessive rate of $425. , 


Mr. Gorman aaid that while he did 


not join in the report he waa satisfied 
that the naval bill would be put in 
jeopardy if the three ehipa were not 
agreed to by the senate. 


In reply to Mr. Squire's augneation, 


that the armor furnished by the Bethle- 
hem wnrkfl to Thi««!a ut, $2-59 WHS.EGt 55 
good aa that furnished to tbeUnltedStatea 
at a higher price, Mr. White humorously 
stated: "It is i n tore H ting to know we 
are furnishing our enemies with armor 
plate we can penetrate with eaae," 


Mr. Smith. Democrat, of New Jersey, 


said the governinent was facing a com- 
mission making greater profits than any 
other class of concerns, except the pos- 
sibility of bicycle manufacturers, and he 
urged a decisive atand against the com- 
mieelon. 


When tho debate closed the confer- 


ence report waa disagreed to, 22 to 24. 
The bill wae then recommitted to con- 
ference. After a brief executive session 
a bill was passed to constitute a new 
division of tho eastern judicial district 
of Texas and to provide for the holding 
of court at Beaumont, Texas, and then, 
at 5:15 p. m., tho senate adjourned.

PRIMARIES IN GEORGIA. 


Free Silver Democratic Delegates in

ATLANTA, Ga., June 6.—Returns up to 


11 o'clock from county primaries and 
mass meetings held throughout Georgia 
today for selecting delegated to tbe Dem- 
ocratic state convention leavea the re- 
sult in much doubt with the only cer- 
tainty that a majority chosen are for 
free silver. In tho eleventh district, 
represented by Congressman Turner, 
gold standard men carried the day. In 
the second district it ie probable that 
Bower, the gold standard candidate for 
congress, has been nominated to succeed 
Russell. 


A hot fight has been waged in the 


Fifth district in which this city is sit- 
uated, between Con^reaaman Livings- 
tor, and C. J. Brannon. At Una hour 
Livingston's nomination seem? cnrtain. 


In the Eighth district Congressman 


Lawaon, gold standard candidate, seems 
to have held hia seat against the opposi- 
tion of W. M, Howard, free silver op- 
ponent. Tbo majority of counties which 
acted on the senatorial question went 
for Chftfl. F. Crisp for senator to succeed 
John B. Gordon.

Col. Ellis in Ilia speech said tho party

Upon re-assembling, David Evans of 


Ogden was made permanent chairman. 
Mr. Evans made quite a lengthy speech. 


At the conclusion of Mr. 
fivans' 


speech an effort was made to bring up 
an anti-church resolution, but it waa 
quickly smothered., 


J, L. Rawlins, chairman of the resolu- 


tions committee, then presented the fol- 
lowing brief platform, which was adopted 
-itbottt opposition:

at the present legal ratio of 16 to 1, as 
such coinage exiated prior to 1873. re- 
gardless of tho action or policy of other 
nations; gold and silver coin to be full 
legal tender for alt debts public and 
private. 


And tho delegates selected by this 


convention to the national Democratic 
convention are htweby instructed to vote 
aa a unit in favor of the adoption ol the 
foregoing principle by that convention 
aud for the nomination of candidate 
for president and vice-president, known 
to be sincerely and steadfastly in favor 
of carrying the principle into operation. 


Tho next business of tho convention 


was the election of six delegatea to the 
Chicago convention. 


Hon. Moses Thatcher of Lagan was 


elected by acclamation. 
The other live 


delegates were elected by ballot and the 
following were chosen : O. W. Powers, 
Salt Lake; J. L. Rawlins, Salt Lake; 
R. C. Chambers, Park City; David 
Evans, Ogden, and S. R. Thurman, 
Provo.

The Measure Far Removed From 


Legitimate Deficiency 


Bill. 


WASHINGTON, June 
0. — President 


Cleveland today Bent a message to the 
house vetoing the general deficiency bill 


In defending the exercise of the veto 


rawer, he said ; 


"The unpleasant incidents which ac- 


company the power would attempt its 
avoidance, if such a coarse did not in- 
volve an abandonment of constitutional 
duty and assent to legislation for which 
he executive is not willing to share the 
sponsibility." 
He continues : "This bill ia in many 


of its features far removed from a legiti- 
mate deficiency bill and It contains a 
number of appropriations which aeem 
o be exceedingly questionable. 
With- 


out noticing in detail many of these 
tems,lBhaUrefertotwooftueui,which, 
n my judgment, justify my action in 
he premises. 
"The bill appropriates $1,027,314.09 


or a partial payment upon claims which 
riginated in the depredations upon our 
ommerce by French cruisers and vea- 
els during the closing year of the last 
entury. They have been quite familiar 
0 those having congressional experience 
1 they have been pressed for recogni- 
ion and payment, with occasional in' 
tervals of repose, for nearly one hundred 
eara. Those claima are based upon the 
llegatione that France, being at war 
with England, condemned American 
essols and cargoes in violation of the 
nlea of international law and treaty pro* 
isions, and contrary to the duty ahe 
wed to our country as a neutral power 
ndto.6ur citlwno, that by reason of 
liese acts claims arose for such of our 
itizena as were indemnified against the 
Drench nation, which claims our govern- 
ment attempted to enforce, and that in 
concluding a treaty with France in tbo 


ear 1800 these claims were abandoned 
r relinquished in consideration of the 
elinqnishment of certain claima which 
'ranee charged against in. 


''Upon these statements, it ia insisted 


>y those interested tbat we, as a nation, 
lave reaped a benefit in our escape 
•om these French demands against ua, 
brough the abatemtnt of claims of our 
litizens against France, the government 
telng equally bound between itaelt and 
•s citlsena to pay the claims thus re- 
nquished. 
"1 do not understand it to be asserted 
*at there exists any legal liability 
gainst the government on account of 
ta relations to theae claims. At the 
erm of the supreme court just finished 
ie chief justice in an opinion conceru- 
ng them and the action of congress in 
pproprlatlng for their payment, aaid 
wn think that the paymente thue' pre- 
cribsd to be made were purpoaely 
iroujtht within the category of payments 
y way of gratuity— payment of grace 
nduotolr.tibt."* 
The President enters Into the history 
[ tho efforts to secure payment of the 
.aims, tracing It from 1802 when the 
ret bill was introduced. Ho Bays : 


Until 1840 these claims were from 


ime to time pressed upon the attention 
t congress w'th varying fortune, but 
ever with favorable action. In that 
ear, however, a bill was passed for 
ieir ascertainmentanil satisfaction and 
ve millions of dollars wero appropriated 
or their payment. This bill was vetoed 
>y President Polk, who declared that ho 
ould 'perceive no legal or equitable 
rounds upon which this appropriation 
in robt,' This veto was sustained by 
10 houuo of representatives. 


Many years afterwards, in 1855, a 
l was passed similar to the one last 


lent ion od mid appropriating for these 
aims t\ Ilka sum of money. This bill 
•as aliio vtitnod, President Pierce con- 


iiK, nfier thorough discussion of its 


emerits, with these words: 'In view 
[ what has been said there would seem 
o be no ground on which to base a lin- 
ility of the United States unless it be

"This veto was also sustained in the 
ouse of representatives.

"In the long list of beneficiaries who 
ere provided for in the bill now before 
e, on account of these claims, 152 
'present the owners of the ships and 
ieir carccee, 186 are those who lost as 
taurera of such vessels or cargoes. 
'remiuma secured on these policies wore 
arge and the losses were precisely those 
ithin the contemplation of the in* 
urers. 
"Appropriations to indemnify against 
nsuranco losses rest upon weaker 
grounds, it seems to me, than those of 
wners. But in the Huh tot all the facts 
id circumstances surrounding these 
alms, as they are called, nono of them

The 
Bsignee of McCord in bankruptcy aa- 
gued to Choteau and his associates in 
63 all claims ol McCord against the 
'nited States for the precise extras for 
vhich he had receipted in full two years 
icfore. Choteau brought suit in the 
rmrt of claims for his extra and was 
efonted, 1 cannot gathor from the 
acts I have been able to colleotconcern- 
ng this appropriation that it is justified 
n any ground.

The growers eeem 
to think the committee is laboring in its 
own interest. This is true in one re- 
spect only. Its members are all inter- 
ested in the raisin business in its bear- 
ing on the general welfare of the raisin 
{rowing district* Mr. Goldstein took up 
the contract and read and explained its 
several clauses. A guaranteed advance 
of one cent a pound ia provided for all 
standard raisins which must oil be 
stamped by tbe inspector of tbe associa- 
tion. All the raisins will be pooled and 
tbe proceeds ol every sale will be divided 
among the members. All raisins will 
be divided into two classes, those de- 
livered before October 15th, and those 
delivered after tbat date. 
Geo. L. Warlow was the next speaker. 


He illustrated by a scrap of personal 
.history, the necessity of every man 
thinking for himself. Tbat ie the only 
way for sensible decisions to be arrived 
at. Mr. Warlow spoke of the difficulties 
that had to be overcome by the commit- 
tee. 


Owing to the lateness of tbe boor Mr. 


Bernhard declined to speak. In an- 
swer to a question about prices be 
stated that prices would be governed by 
demand and competition of foreign rai- 
eics but will be fixed as high a* poesi- 
ble. £. A. D. Christopher asked what 
percentage of tbe raiatns consumed in 
thie county is of foreign production. 
Mr. Briggs could not answer but said 
a great many Valencia raisins are con- 
eutaed here. J. M, Harris asked what 
would be tbe result if the buyers refused 
to pay the price fixed by the committee. 
Mr. Bernhard stated that the price 
would be fixed at a point tbat would be 
accepted as any other course would be 
suicidal. 
B. D. Vanderburgh asked 


how the grower had any voice in fixing 
the price of his goods when the whole 
matter lay with tbe committee. Mr. 
Bernhard stated tbat two members of 
the committee were appointed by the 
Hundred Thousand Olub and two by 
tbe Chamber of Commerce and these 
four selected the fifth member. The 
members are all Imtimately connected 
'with the raisin industry through busi- 
ness relations. All of them own vine* 
yards and each member represents 
thousands of dollars of investment, the 
savings of which can be accomplished 
only through an arrangement that will 
make raisin growing profitable. 


Tne meeting closed with informal 


talks between members of tbe com- 
mittee and tbe growers present. All 
seemed to get a pretty good idea of the 
plan and to be well pleased with it.

by Ihcllightof »Icndcub:tll. Its current

The best tacks are mado of imported 


Swedish iron, tho next grade of Ameri- 
can fioft etocl and thocheaiicsfc of com- 
mon Aincricau iron. 
Tiioks aro also 


made of copper. Somo tucks aro tinned, 
and for eliip nso tacks aro galvnnizcd. 
Tacks r.ro mado of sizes raugiiig' from 
a liulf ounce to 24 ounces. Tlio tack com- 
monly used as n carpet tack is on eight 
ounco tack.

A ono omico tack machino will make 


in a day about 100,000 tacks altogether. 
Tho iron is fed into tho machine in a 
plato which is of a width n littlo great- 
er than tlio length of tho finished tack, 
so as to allow of material to bo upset 
'or the head. An eight ounce machine 
will make about 200 pounds of tacks n 
day—1,850 to thn iwund, about 250,000 
tacks. 
Tacks that aro put up in papers 


nro weighed out and tho papers filled 
by hand. Comparatively few ticks are 
iut up nowadays in tied up papers. 
They are put np mostly in littlo paste- 
ward boxes. These boxes aro packed in 
arger boxes and in turn in cases for 
shipment. A common tack package is a 
case" weighing auout 100 ponnds.

Yets notwithstand 
ing all this slaughter, the present in 
tested area throughout tho colony is cs 
timatcd by tho chief inspector at no less 
than 37,760,000 acres. Adding to th 
direct expenditure the depreciations o 
tho grazing values of the land, tho los. 
to tho colonies concerned ainouut t 
millions of pounds sterling. 


Tho final outcome of royal commis 


sions, of international conferences am 
of the testing of ovary practical method 
of extermination, is that tho most eflec 
tual method of dealing with tlio evil i 
found to bo tho construction of rabbi 
proof netting, by means of which tli 
animals con bo kept from areas not yc 
infested, can bo shut off from food sup 
plies, mid can bo more effectually deal 
with locally. 


Tho length of some of these fences i 


enormous. There is one starting at Bur 
ringun, on tho Queensland border, am" 
following the main trunk line fron 
Bourko to Corowa, a distance of 40 
miles, and thero is another along th 
entire western boundary of New Soutl 
Wales, a distance of 340 miles. Th 
Queensland government, too, has erect- 
ed a similar fence along n cmifiiderubk- 
portion of the northern boundary of 
New Sonth Wales, but the surveyor 
general of Queensland, in tho report ul- 
rt'arly referred to, siys that "the rabbits 
must huvo come through Ilia fence iu 
mobs and droves of iimuuirrablo multi- 
tudes ut some time, " and thus have ca- 
tablished themselves in Queensland as 
well. 


This, of course, is the weak point iu 


regard to fi'iicofi, which arc liable to 
break down in places, more especially 
in times of flood and where they cross 
over creeks, while tho keening of con- 
stant trapcrvisiou over tbe fences, so that 
immediate repairs can be done where 
openings appear, is quite impracticable 
where tho distances are so great 
In 


many instances countless thousands of 
rabbita hnvo been soon ou one side of a 
fence dead or dying of starvation after 
eating all tho available food supplies 
j and leaping up at the fence in their at- 
tempts to surmount it Ono can imagine 


1 now they would rash through in tlio 
j event of any opening appearing iind 


1 how a Fiuglo break in tho fence might 
be tho doom of a country not previous- 
ly infested. 


There have been many projects for the 


commercial utilizul ion of the uniuials by 
.sending them over licit) in order to con- 
! tribute both to our food supplies und to 
tho cost cif their own destruction, but 
hitherto the ent-a-prific has not been very 
profitable, while some of the most com- 


: potent authorities in the colonies think 


j that if it should be followed up the re- 
sult way be lo conserve tho rabbita iu- 
Btcatl of getting rid of them. On the 
other baud, too, tho shipping of some 
hundreds of thousands, or even a mil- 
lion or two, of rabbits to Great Britain 
every year would not be likely to inukc 
any appreciable difference on tho num- 
bers lo.ft behind to <«nntirute what it is 
feared must bo regarded as a pest now al- 
together ineradicable.—London Times.

The British Mueum Ubinry. 


Sir E. Mahudo Thompson gives fi02i 


Dgures to ehow tho cxteut of the library 
of printed books at the British mnfienm 
and the rate of Increase ut which it lu 
grown. More than half a century after 
tho fonudatiou of tho museum tho li 
brary had not increased even threefold 
In tho year 1821 thero were less than 
116,000 volumes. Bat 20 years had no 
elapsed when these had more than dou 
bled in number. In 1838 there were 
computed to be 285,000 volumes iu the 
department. Twenty years later these 
again had moro than doubled. In 1858 
there were 660,000 volumes. Having 
once obtained an impetus, the moss rap 
idly increased, and at this moment tli 
number of volumes is calculated tc 
amount to tho enormous total of l,T5p, 
000, not counting single sheets or part? 
of 'works tbat aro accumulating. 


The space which this mass of printed 


material occupies has to be reckoned in 
miles. The shelves of tho reading room 
aud iron galleries constructed around it, 
which aro known as the new library 
all told, extend to more than eight am 
twenty miles; those in the rest of tli 
department to 11 miles. It may bo no 
tioud that this total of 89 miles is nearly 
tho same aa that of the shelving of th 
Freuch National library, according to re 
cent calculations. The prospect of in 
crease of this mileage may bo viewct 
with comparative equanimity i» con 
nectiouwith tho storage of tho ordinary 
octavos of literature, but when ono con

FAMILY EXTERMINATED 


A Terrible Tragedy Near 


[Fresno. 


STILL SHROUDED IN MYSTERY 


Hints That It Was Done to Wreak 


Vengeance for Wrongs Fancied 
or Real—Worktug on Different 
Theories — Many Things Unex- 
plained— Further Investigation 
to be Hade—Facts Brought Out 
at the Coroner's Inquest. 


A murder which appeara to have been 


as ciuel and as deliberate as any ever 
perpetrated in Fresno county was com- 
mitted by unknown hand between sun- 
Bet on Friday evening and eunriee Satur- 
day morning. A father, sou Pnd daugh- 
ter, 'the only tnembera of an Armenian 
family, were killed, and up to the pres- 
ent time there IB no theory which satis- 
factorily accounts for the crime, either 
ae to the motive or the manner hi which 
it was done. There are no end of theo- 
ries, but all except one or two can be 
rejected at once as> untenable. 


Stephen Sbahamarian aged 55, Queen 


Shahamariau, his daughter, aged 30 and 
Benjamin Bhahamarian, aged 18, his 
son, were found dead at sunrise Saturday 
morning in a vineyard- belonging to Dr. 
T. B. Meux, nearly two miles southeast 
of Fresno. Their bodies were 
die- 


covered by an aged Armenian named 
Bogodian, who came out to begin his 
day's work. Hedidnotatay to exam- 
ine the means by which the parties had 
met their death, but spread the alarm 
among the neighbors. The sheriff and 
Coroner were noJued, but unfortunately 
by the time the officers arrived on the 
scene, all footprints of the murderer had 
been trampled out by the people from 
the vicinity who had assembled. The 
place where the bodies lay ie about 300 
yards from the nearest house. It is on 
the bank of an irrigating canal. 


The murdered family were two miles 


from home by way of the road, and 
more than a mile In a direct line, and 
there ia no reason known why they 
should have gone to that secluded place, 
and the fact that they went there can be 
accounted for only on the theory that 
they were enticed by the murderer to 
the lonely spot and then killed. Their 
home was in Peters addition of Fresno, 
where they owned a small house and a 
five-acre vineyard. 
While they were 


not rich, they were by no meana poor. 
They owned their home and their little 
vineyard fnrniahed them with all they 
needed. They were honest and indus- 
trious, and had not enough money or 
property to tempt any one to murder 
them on that account. No one uuppoaei 
that they were killed for their money. 
All theories follow other HnnR, and it 
may be stated that there are two dis- 
tinct theories held by persons who arc 
familiar with tbe family and the neigh- 
borhood. 


AH ABIUIST MADK. 


A cousin of the eon and daughter, 


named Daniel Schermerian, about 22 
years of age, was arrested on suspicion. 
There are several incidents connecting 
him with the affair, yet none of them 
might not reasonably be explained 
away. Ue was taken in custody within 
a few hours after the bodies were dis- 
covered. The strongest grounds for eue- 


lon aealnst him is that lie wua at the 
ao of the murdered peop'e late Fri- 


day evening and had supper with them. 
His aclionfi wern construed na suspici- 
ons. When arrested he Imd a 88 caliber 
pistol in his pocket, tho size of the one 
which bad been uped in the murder. 
Tins pistol was bloody. lie had carried 
it in the pocket of a new pair of overallH, 
and in tlie pocket where ttie pifllol had 
reeled there was a spot of blood, showing 
that the revolver had been put in tbo 
uucUot while tlie blood was fresh. 


In explanation of this ho says the 


blood ia probably that of a chicken 
which he enot early Saturday morning. 
When tbe officers went to his room in 
the western part of town they found a 
half-dressed chicken. 
He said he had 


proceeded that far with dressing it when 
ho received news of the murder, and he 
dropped everything and went to the 
scene. 


The pieiol and the bloody pocket will 
hi carefully kept, and the blood will be 
submitted to a microscopic examination 
in order to determine whether it ia 
blood of human or of a chicken. 


It is stated by some of the neighbors 


that young Schermerian some time ago 
wanted to marry the girl who was killed 
and that the father and brother ob- 
jected. Thia is put forward M a pos- 
sible motive, and, while it will be duly 
investigated, it is not the line in which 
the hardest work at investigation ia be- 
ing done, nor the field which promises 
the most results. 


The prisoner was last evening released 


on his own recognizance. 


TURKS WAS ENMITY. 


There are a number of Russians who 


live in the vicinity. It ia known that 
eomeof them have expressed bitter en- 
mity toward the young mar. who was 
murdered. About two weeks &e,o the 
wife of a Russian named Albert Brand- 
enberg applied to one of the justice 
courta of this city for a warrant for the 
arrestof Benjamin Shahamariau, charg- 
ing him with enticing a three-year old 
daughter of Mrs. Brandenberg into a 
barn and grossly abusing her. 


There were no witnesses except two 


or three very small children, and the 
justice of the peace told the mother 
that there must be more evidence to se- 
cure a conviction, and he declined to 
issue the warrant. About the same 
time a charge was made of a similar na- 
ture against young Shahamarian by 
Rev. Jacob Legler, pastor of the '4er- 
man.Ruasiftn church in Peters' addition. 
A young girl of the minister had been 
offered gross indignities by the young 
man. There were other complaints of 
a similar nature against him, and the 
Russians were very angry. They had 
talked among their neighbors thit the 
law would not protect them, and that 
they need nnt expect justice from that 
source, and that the best thing would 
be to administer a whipping to ttie 
young num. 


Tdeso facts were all brought out at 


the coroner's inquest, and it is said that 
there is much other testimony of tho 
same kind which will ho adduced when 


I tbe inquest ie resumed next Thursday. 
[ It wna adjourned til! that time in order 


to obtain testimony of persons who can- 
not now he found. 


An examination of the locality and ol 


the positions of the dead, bodies, to- 
gether with the* nature of the woundv, 
and with a few foot prints which had 
been trampled out by the 'neighbors 
when the ouicers reached the scene, it 
can be determined with considerable 
certainty bow the murder was com- 
mitted. The father and the eon were 
evidently ehot from very close quarters 
as is shown by tbe powder burus sur- 
rounding the wounde. 


TUB HOY SHOT I-'IUST. 


There can be little doubt that the 


young man was shot first. However, 
some claim that he was the last one 
killed. He was flhot in the back of tho 
head, aud the pistol was held low aud 
aimed upward, ua was shown by thu 
bullet passing through his coat collar. 
The clothing was burned about one 
inch on all sides of the wound. The pis- 
tol could not have been more than a foot 
away when the pistol shot was tired. 
The indications are that the murderer 
was walking behind the boy, and thrust 
the pistol against him and fired. The 
course of tho bullet through his head in- 
dicated that such was the case. 


The uoaition of the other bodies and 


the manner in which they were struck 
strengthens this supposition. 
If the 


murderer and the three intended victims 
were walking through the vineyard and, 
the boy was shot, his father aud sister, 
might be supposed to flee. 
This they evidently did. Their bodies 


lay sixty feet away, and side by side. 
Three tracks led from the boy's body to 
where they lay. One track was that of 
the father, the other of the daughter, 
and the third was without doubt that of 
the murderer who was pursuing them. 
The foot prints showed that they were 
running. 


Tne woman' was shot nearly in the 


back of the head. She was killed in- 
stantly, and apparently never struggled 
after she fell. There were no powder 
burns on her body, and tho shot must 
have been tired from the distance of 
several feet. 


The father was shot in the face, the 


bullet entering near the corner of the 
eye and ranging downward, passed clear 
through hia head and was found in his 
hat. 


Not only was there deep powder burn 


around the wound, but his hand was 
burned by powder, as if he bad thrown 
his hands to his face to shield himself 
from the pistol which he had seen 
pointed at him as be turned when hie 
daughter full dead. The hand was not 
wounded. The bullet made a very large 
opening whore it entered tho skull, like- 
wise indicating that it had been tired 
from very close range. 


BHOT WHEHK THEY LAY. 


None of the bodies had been moved 


after they fell. The theory advanced 
early in the day that they had been 
chloroformed at their home and carried 
to the vineyard and then shot has noth- 
ing to support it. The blood on thu 
ground where each lay shows that they 
died on the spot. 


There were a. number of persons who 


heard throe shots fired in that vicinity 
about 8 o'clock on Friday evening, and 
it was takeii for granted early in tho 
day that these shots were tho ones that 
ended the lives of the three Armenians, 
but upon further 
investigation, aud 


upon the discovery of further evidence 
it is almost certain that the murder was 
committed later at night, but just how 
late nobody has been found who knowe. 


A young man named Freman says 


that he was hunting in that vicinity 
about 8 o'clock and fired three times iu 
very quick succession, and it is reason- 
ably certain that the shots heard wore 
his. Particularly is this probable in 
the face of positive evidence that Ben- 
jamin Shahamarian was seen alive in 
front of hia home after^S o'clock. 


M. Seniorian, a carriage painter, saw 


the young man and talked with him at 
half past eight that evening. 
Mr. Se- 


tnorlan had his bicycle lamp lit and he 
eaw tbe young man's face distinctly and 
sayi he could not possibly be mistaken. 
This, then, would BO to prove that the 
ehots 0red In the vineyard at 8 o'clock 
were not those of the murderer, 


EVIDENCE Or LATUll B HOOTING. 


Perhaps the most direct evidence as 


to the fatal ehootlng IB that of a crew of 
ten Chinamec, who are employed in a 
fruit orchard adjoining the vineyard. 
They have quarters in the orchard and 
Bleep there. Several of them heard the 
shooting at 8 o'clock. Later in the 
ii^ht they were awakened by other 
shots and at the same instant heard 
screams, which ceaeed with the lust 
ehot. 
While they arc not positive as to 


the exact time nor to the number of 
shots, they are certain that it occurred 
at a late hour. 


There yet remains one thing, and a 


very important one, which has not yet 
been explained on any hypothesis or 
theory. 
It is, why did the murdered 


family go to that vineyard, more than a 
mile distant by the nearest route they 
could follow? They had been at work 
in their own vineyard all the preceding 
day; had eaten their supper at home; 
had no business in the distant vineyard 
BO far as can he learned, and they went 
there at u late aud unusual hour. 


KVIDliSTI.Y DUCOYKI). 


There can bo no doubt that they wero 


decoyed there by the person who killed 
thorn, or by some confederate. They 
hod n:t their working clothes. 


Aii ciiurt "*n<* r-.ade yesterday to gain 


ndmittancb i^. I...JF house in hope that 
EOiue clew to uid In the solution of the 
mystery might bo discovered there, but 
the house wi.s locked and no one could 
ue found with the key. 
It could not be 


learned whether the family had retired 
on Friday night and had been called up, 
or whether they bad left their house on 
the fatal journey before the hour for re- 
tiring, 


THE INQUEST. 


A Possible Motive for the Murder 


Discovered. 


The first effort made to secure system- 


atic evidence of the three-fold murder 
was made at the inqueat. The officers 
had put in a busy day at the scene of 
the tragedy, or in following supposed 
clews, but they had kept their discover- 
ies to themselves. 


The bodies were 
brought to the 


morgue on J street early in the day and 
a large crowd soon assembled on the 
sidewalk in front of the building. It 
was found necessary to lock the door 
and keep the people out. The Armenian 
citizens of Fresno and vicinity were 
much excited. They were shocked at 
the enormity of the crime that bad been 
committed, but they could throw little 
light on the affair. They assembled in 
large number a and discussed it, but 
could do nothing more. 


Dr. Davidson and Dr. Long held an 


autopsy between 3 and 4 o'clock, and 
shortly after 4 o'clock tbe inquest began 
by tl.e selection of the following jurors: 
0. M. Thompson, T. J. Hay, B. A. 
White, J. W. Briscoe, E. R. Smith and 
W. A. Umry. Dietrict Attorney Snow 
was present. He had put in the whole 
day working on the c*se and had made 
up hia mi tufas to what lines of investi- 
gation would moat probably lead to dis- 
coveries. 
The testimony was taken 


down by Stenographer N. H. Peterson. 


The first witness called was K. M. 


Nisbkian, who Hvea on F street. He ia 
a rancher, and has a lease on the Meiix 
vineyard where the bodies were found. 
He had known the dead people for nine 
years. They had lived in thifl county 
that long. He saw the son working 
about 4 o'clock Friday afternoon, a short 
distance from home on a vineyard be- 
longing ton brother of the witness. The 
father and daughter were not with the 
son at that time. 


Tho distance from the home of the 


three dead people to the place where 
they were found dead ia about one mile 


1 by tno nearest route, and by the road ia 
| about one and a half or two miles. 


I 


RKBUI-T OF' TUB AUTOl'SV. 


Dr. Davideon, who held the autopsy, 


was next called. He stated that the old 


gentleman was shot Iu the tight side o 
the face. There are powder staina wbero 
the bullet entered. The bullet passed 
downward 
and 
backward, entirely 


through the head, aud was found lodged 
iu his hat. 
Ttie powder burns covered 


an area nearly two inches in diameter. 
The fore finger and the inside of Che 
right hand were also powder burned. 


The girl had a bullet wound ID the left 


aide of the forehead. The bullet was 
cutout on the opposite side of the head. 
She was not powder hurned. 


The young man wee shot in the back 


of tho head. The bail did not PASU 
throuith the head. The bullet taken 
from the daughter was about 38 caliber. 
All bullets found were of the same size 
aud apparently from the same pistol, 


Dr. Davidson's opinion was that the 


young mati was running awny and hold- 
ing up hia coat collar over the back of 
his head aa though trying to ward off a 
blow. Ho was evidently leaning 
for- 


ward. The shot was fired from so close 
quarters that it burned the coat 


The father had evidently thrown hie 


head forward at the instant the ehot 
waa tired, and perhaps was in the act of 
throwing up his hands. The hole made 
where the bullet entered the old gentle- 
man's head was very large, ae if fired 
from very close range. 


I/ABT SKEX AL1VK. 


The next witness was M. Semonian, a 


carriage painter of this city, who proba- 
bly was the last person, aside from the 
murderer, who saw any of the victims 
alive. He saw Benjamin Shahamarian 
Friday evening about 8:30 o'clock near 
Mr. Peters' gate, at tbe south end of F 
street. Mr. Semonian was walking and 
pushing his bicycle. The light from the 
lamp fell full on the young loan's face 
and he was positively recognized. Mr. 
Semouian apoke to him and received a 
reply. This was about a block from tbe 
young man's home. Mr. Semonian wao 
on his way to attend a young people's 
meeting ia Peters' addition. 
When he 


reached the place where the meeting 
was to be held 110 one was there and he 
returned home. He was certain the 
time could not have varied more than 
five minutea from half past 8. 


The next called waa 0. B. Driver, 


a fruit grower, who lives on Cherry 
avenue. 
He heard the shots just at 


dusk Friday evening. The shots were 
in the direction of the place where the 
bodies were found. 
They were fired 


about as fast as a^uan could discharge a 
pistol. 
He made no attempt to ascer- 


tain who lired them or for want purpose. 
Shooting ia common in that vicinity and 
attracts but little attention. 


S. J. Wall, who lives about 500 yarda 


from the place where the bodies were 
found, was called to the stand. He 
heard three shots about 8 o'clock Friday 
evening. Ue was out of doors and waa 
in plain view of the place where the 
bodies were found. He says he could 
have seen tho shooting bad he thought 
of looking in that direction. There were 
two shots lired very close together and 
the third a short interval afterward. 
Mr. Shahamarian served in the school 
election board Friday afternoon. Air. 
Wall was at the scene of tbe shooting 
about half past 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 


Here what appeared to be some very 


important evidence was introduced in 
an indirect way, and it perhaps will 
satisfactorily show that the shooting 
about 8 o'clock was not that which took 
three lives. Mr. Wall stated that u 
crow of Chinamen are at work in an 
orchard adjoining the vineyard where 
the murder waa committed, and that 
they heard the shots tired about 8, and 
heard other shots later iu the night, and 
also heard screams. 


The testimony of these Chinese was 


not introduced at the inquest for the 
reason that it had not been heard of in 
time. District Attorney Snow will RO 
today to interview the Chinamen and 
will perhaps obtain pointers which will 
be useful in future investigation. 


Tho next witness was Jacob Legler, 


minister of the German-Russian church 
in the southwestern part of this city. 
He livei across the street from the 
home of the murdered family. Ue can 
apeak but little English and his eon 
acted as interpreter. 


The purpose of Mr. Snow'a question 


to the minister waa to ascertain if any 
enmity existed among the Germane and 
Russians of that vicinity toward the 
family that was murdered. Although 
but little information was obtained, It 
waa enough to show thnt- •«"»« of the 
people in that part of town considered 
that they had just caueu for ill will 
toward Benjamin Sliahamarian. 
The 


minister said that hia own child, a small 
girl, had been subjected to the most in- 
decent treatment by the young man; 
and he named other neighbors who had 
cause for complaint on the same ground. 
One of these was Mrs Louise Branden- 
berg, wife of Albert Brandenburg, who 
hae a little girl lose than four years old. 


Mrs. Brandonbnrg was called to tho 


stand. She apeaks Englieh tolerably 
well. She related the trouble she had 
with yuung Shahamarian, and said she 
had applied to the court to have him 
arrested, but that the judge told her 
there was not evidence enough. She 
then related several conversations she 
had with neighbors on tho subject, and 
said that it was agreed among them that 
yonngShahamarmn ought to be whipped 
soundly, and the preacher said he ought 
to have a good thrashing. 


Mr. Bntndunberg was in San Benito 


county at that time and he came homo 
a few days ago. Mrs. Brandcnberg 
stated that her husband was at home 
Friday night and was in bed shortly 
after 8 o'clock. She said there was 
eomo sort 
of meeting that night 


in the Russian 
shanty 
which 
is 


used 
as a school 
house, 
but 


she did not 
know who was there, 


or what was the purpose of tbe meet- 
ing. She had seen a light in tbe shanty 
and had walked near it to see if her boy 
wns there, but had seen no one. 


This ended the testimony. The in- 


I 
ncst will be resumed next Thf-day at 
p.m.

.S. Mini, the Japanese electrical ex- 
pert, is at the Hughes, 


The Storm That Followed 


the Keceut Calm.

ment—A Number of Very 


Trilling Matters. 


The old saying has it that there always 


is acalin befire a storm. The truth of 
the old Baying is demonstrated in recent 
local events. It IB but a few days since 
I complained that nothing took place, 
and the complaint was but an echo of 
the reporter's cry. Now three people, 
consisting of father, daughter and aoii, 
have been murdered by some person un- 
known at thia writing, Lee Blasingame 
hae been shot and painfully wounded, 
and Murderer Dunham is said to be 
roaming in the western wilde o( this 
county. Verily the calm ia past, the 
storm is upon us and the rain drops are 
gory red. 


I think that even the reporter would 


have preferred a storm of another kind; 
hia insatiable appetite for news would 
have been better satisfied with less 
crimsou food. 
California appears to 


have entered upon ft very carnival of 
murder. The strangling episodes in San 
Francisco were followed by that crime 
for which Blanther is alleged to bo re- 
sponsible. Then Dunham obliterated a 
Santa Olara family, and now Fresno is 
in Hue with her wholesale alaughter. 
Withal, it was not lack of intent, but 
chance only, which kept Lee Blasin- 
game'e name from the list of murdered 
victims. Lives are cheap in those days. 


Dunham may come and go, and the 


chief responsibility for him will not be 
on our people. But the case of the mur- 
dered Armenians is different. 
Here 


foul crime came home to ue, and all citi- 
zens must unite in hoping that the mur- 
derer will be run down aud captured. 
It may be endurable that Armenians 
be slaughtered in Asia, and nations 
that boaet of their Christian civilization 
may atand in calm content while the 
cruel work continues, but here even an 
Armenian may hope for protection, for 
he will receive it. 
The law has 110 ma- 


chinery which should not and will not 
he used to rnn down our triplo murderer. 


But be it understood that Fresno 


wants no more storms. 
Culiu is pre- 


ferable.

W, Clotidaly Corlew, who shot and 


wounded Lee Blasmgame in Big Samiy 
day before yesterday, was brought to 
jail by Deputy Sheriff 
Bedford and 


Deputy Constable Henry about noon 
yesterday. 
Tho officers left for the 


scene of the shooting night before laet, 
but at Sentinel they met Corlew, who 
was on his way down to give himself up. 
He waa accompanied by hie brother, 
Cliff Oorlew, and father-in-law Thomas 
Hall. 


Notwithstanding the remoteneas of the 


place of the shooting, the RBPUULICAN 
WBB able yesterday morning to give a 
fairly correct statement of the facts. 
Ae stated, BlftBingame'fl wounds are not 
dangerous. 
Corlew was seen at the jail yesterday 


by a REPUBLICAN reporter. It waa the 
first time, he eaid, that he had ever 
been behind prison bare, and having 
not seen bis attorney an yet, he did not 
wish to make a statement, "At the 
proper time I will make a statement," 
he said. "If I am to be punished after 
I tell the true facts, I am willing to take 
the consequences. I bad no idea that I 
would be kept in jail. 
At our school 


trustee election yesterday after the 
shooting all my neighbors freely offered 
to go on my bail. 
I thought that to- 


night I could be back with my family 
again. But now I understand that I 
must stay here until U IB learned what 
Blaaingame's wounds will result in." 


Corlew here stopped and Inquired of 


the reporter if he hajl learned what 
Blasingarae's condition was. He was 
told that Blasingame would recover, and 
the prisoner appeared satisfied with the 
reply. 
Upon further questioning Corlew said 


that be had "known Ulasingame for 
eighteen years, and during that time 
had learned to know him too well." The 
prisoner pointed to aome abrasions on 
hia nose, in reply to a question concern- 
ing the fistic encounter before the shoot- 
ing. "Blafiiogafne ie amuch larger man 
than I am," beadded. "He is scientific 
in fighting and while he wae browbeat- 
ing me he had a large eix-ahooter in hia 
belt." 


Gorlew refused to say anything further 


regarding the shooting, except that he 
sent two men after Blaeingame to find 
out if he was hurt. The two men re- 
turned and said that they could not find 
him, aa he must have ridden away. 


The Btory that Corlew'a friends tell is 
that tho trouble waa over trespassing 
of Blasingame's 
oheep on Corlew'a 


pasture on Ball Mill meadow on Pine 
Ridee. The entire meadow is owned by 
the two brothers, Cliff and Cloud Cor- 
lew. Btaoingame's sheep got on the 
meadow a few days ago and Cliff Cor- 
lew shot into the band, killing a number 
of sheep. He told the herders to tell 
Btaeiogame that this was ttie manner 
in which he intended to keep the flbeep 
off his pasture, and the only way he 
could keep them off successfully. About 
two years ago Cijud Corlew shot iuto 
Blasingame's cheep at the samn place 
and for the same reason. 


Day before yesterday 
Blaeingame 


came down the Corlew brothers' trail 
from tholr place on the ridge to their 
homes in Big Sandy. Hie purpose waa 
to see tho brothers about the shooting of 
the sheep. 


came to Cloud Octlew'E 


houee first, and according to Oorlew 'a 
statements, came seeking trouble. The 
two men had eome words aiid Blasio- 
gftme got off hia horse and commenced 
beating Oorlew. Ho tried to uct through 
thuKuto to uo to iiia house to eecape pun- 
ishment, but Blasinjjame kept between 
him and the gate. In this position Blaein- 
gauiu gave Corlew a whipping. Corlew 
was unarmed, but he finally managed to 
dodge Blasingame and get through the 
gate. He ran for tho house. Blaein- 
gamo mounted hia horse and rode away. 
When ho waa about 100 yards distant 
from the house Cor lew came out and tired 
at him with a shotgun which waa loaded 
with buckshot. 


Blaaingamo was evidently expecting to 


receive the other barrel, for he rode 
quickly away. After riding a diatance 
his horee could go no further, and he 
had to walk to Medley's place, as stated 
in yesterday's KKPUIIMCAN. 


Deputy Constable Henry yesterday 


filed a complaint in Justice Austin's 
court charging Corlew with aeeault to 
commit murder. The court remanded 
the prisoner to the custody of the sheriff 
until the true condition of filaeingame 
can be learned, when bail will be nxod. 
Corlew secured Frank Lacing and M. 
C.Harris as bis attorneys, 


Late last night Dr. Lay returned from 


3ig Sandy, where he went to attend 
the patient. The doctor eaye that the 
founds are not dangerous and that 
ilaainpame will be about in a few weeks. 
One bullet struck the lower lip, knocked 
mt four teeth and lodged in the left 
aw. Thn bullet waa removed. The 
other bullet passed through the flesh ol 
the right thigh.
